SI GYLthough the Juſtice aud Honour of FE 
Ae King be ſuch, as becomes the Son and 
6s) Ae) - Succeſlor of ſuch @ Father (who loved 
7 oe the Church and its juſt Intereſts, more 

then his own life:) ſo that His Sacred Ma- 
jeltte will ealily command ſuch Sataxs to get behinde 
him, as unworthy of his preſencez whole facrile- 
gious projects and devices deſerye to periſh with 
their money. Yet that His Excellent Majeſtic .and 
His two 0 Logue Houſes of Parliament , with all His 
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good Subjeas, may ſee the craft of that defign, and 
the hook under that bait; it 1s not amiſs to diſcover 
the poyſon of fin andſhame, of diſhonour and dan- 
get of impiety and imprudence wherewith it is 
fraught, and wherewith it ſeeks to infe the King, 
the two Houſes of Parliament, and the whole Nati- 
on, onely'to.enſure a few unhappy Merchants in their 
ſacrilegious adventures. 


Firſt, For His Majeſtie'to do, as is there unworthi- 
ly: (becauſe againſt all law and juſtice) defired, is te 
be God-father to thoſe ſpurious and illegitimate pra- 
Qiſes, which were begotten from, and nouriſhed moſt 
what by tumultuary , diſorderly and violent ways 
tending ro, and ending ſo much in the ruine of King, 
Ehurch and: Statez yea, the very Propoſers do by 
their. bold propoſal clearly confeſs, that they have 
(yet ) no Law, or Juſtice for their pretended pur- 
chaſes, and. conſequently no yery good conſciences 
to keep them, but would gladly by a new price. of 
iniquity, purchaſe to themſelyas a right by Law for 
ninety nine years, whereas qe vapored heretofore 
as if they bad the fee-ſimple 3 that was (indeed) rg- 
bzrhoods pennyworths, at five or ſix years purchaſe, 
confidering the timber, houſes and Improvements. 


Secondly, By their inſtancing fo boldly in the late 
Kings forced Conceſsjons, or rather meceſſetated delibe- 
rations, about granting a'Leaſe of improved Church 
Lands for ninety nine years, in ' order to redeem His 
Life, Crown, and poſterity (to which redemption all 


the Loyal Glergy were more willing toconſent then 
- himſelf) 
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himſelf) theſe Propoſers do dangeroully .infinuate, 
asif the preſent King His Son, were inithe fame di- 
ftreſs of life and fortunes, to which fraud and force 
had then reduced His Royal Father: Which (blefled 
be God). is not the preſent caſe of Kizgor- Church 
For the King 1s.now cloathed with excellent Maje- 
ſtie, and the Church hath pur off its filthy garments, 
and rags, wherewith the Enemies of God, the 
King, and the Church had deformed her. As for 
His Fathers Murtherers, and'the Enemies of King 
and Church, they are now' covered with ſhame 'and 
confuſion of face, as with a cloak, And certainly it'is 
as impudent, as unſeaſonable a deſire , fince ſome 
Purchaſers have already drunk the blood, and eat 
the fleſp of the Kings Father : ſince they have againſt 
all Law and.Conſcience .deſtroyed' many Houſes of 
God, and greedily gaped to devour all Gods porti- 
on, and the Churches Patrimony; that the Son now 
happily reigning 1n peace, ſhould reward ſuch for 
their good works, by enabling them with an At of 
Parliament, to ſtrengthen their now wambling ſto- 
machs ; the better to digeſt the Churches Lands and 
Houſes they have devoured : All which His Royal 
and Martyrlie Father ſought to preſerve as much as 
His Life, Crown, and Kingdoms ; eſteeming all in- 
juriesdone to the Church, to be as great reproaches 
and inſolences againſt His God and Saviour, fo point 
blank againſt His Conſcicnce, as a Chriſtian, and a- 
gainſt his Coronation-Oath as a King, no leſs then a- 
gainſt Magna Charta, or the Fundamental Laws of 
this Kingdom, by which the Churches rights are 
ſettled,and ought to be preſerved. 


Thirdly, It - 
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Thirdly,Ft would mon{trouſly abate and ecl;pſo,not 
only the Renown and Honuur. of Hy Majeftie, who is 
the Son of ſuch a Father, but in time it would ſhrink 
His co#ftant Revennes 3 part of which ariſe from thoſe 
Firſt-fruits, and yearly Tenths, which are duly and 
cheerfully paid by the Biſhops, Dears and Chapters, 
out of their Lands and Eftates, while in their power, 
and: poſſeition, and improvement. 


Fourthly , This wretched proje® would be a con- 
tinued injury and indignity put vpon this Famous 
Church of England, and its learned Clergy ; who 
have been formerly eſteemed as eminenr, deſervin 
and flouriſhing, as any mathe world : And all this, 
meerly upon this account and occaſion, becauſe it 
hath been for ſome years paſt, inſolently ſtripped 
and abuſed, in which its eminent Biſhops, and other 
Divixes, . have (like Jewels) been trampled under the 
feeet of Swine ; men of ſordid and ſacrilegious ſpi- 
rits, onely fit to devour anddeſtroy Kings aud Byfhops, 
things Sacred and Civil. . | | 


Fifthly, It would be exccedinglytothe difhonour, 
not onely of the Kings Majeſtie, todegeneratefrom 
the examples as of His #rany Royal Progen#tors, Chri- 
{tian Kings and ;@weens of England, who were in all 
ages rurſing Fathers and Mothers to this Church, 
(which God hath put immediately and wholly into 
their protection, under Chriſt 3) and ſpecially, from 
the incomparable /paternof His Father of blefled me- 
mory,who expreſſed ſuch holy love,zeal and conſtan- 
cy to the Rites of this Church. But further, it would 


be 
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be a moſt uncomely ſtair Coaches preſent 
molt Hogourable , Loyal, and: Religious H 


| ouſes Þ 
Parliament, both Lords and Commons; whom: Gal 


hath blefled, and eternally honoured , in making 
them the happy Repairers of our Civil and Deſperate 
breaches : How canthey then with any honour or con- 
ſcience ſacrifice the @hurch any longer to theſe 
Apolzens and Abeddons; its facrilegious Waſters and 
Opppreſlors. 


Sixthly, This defignof the Parcheſees, if obtained, 
would :{o cruelly weaken, peel, barkround; -and ex- 
bauft the planty;, honour, power and authority of 
#his:Church,: andiits Clergie, both as Chriſtian, and 
zeformed, linall'its ancient Rights, Immunities and 
Enjayments (whach are as well ſettled by Laws anci- 
ent, and modern, -asany.civil eſtates are, -or can 'be) 
.that.it would never recover itsbeauty and flouriſhing 
luſtre, of late-ſo much deflored ; but both Chriſtiani- 
ty, -and all ſaber Reformation, would daily.decay and 
wither, by ſuccethive attempts of ſacriledge and 
ſchiſm, -till all were .run 'to Prophanereſs , Atheiſar, 
Anarchy, and [Barbarity; \which-ever follow as/the 
adleneſs .and:luxury, ſo ithe deſpicable poverty and 
tenuity of Church-men ; of vvhich. Greece of old. Ger- 
e&vexy of Jate, and Exglerd laſt of all are evident, but

7. It ſuch an Act of Parfiamertſhould paſs, with- 
out, and againſt-the conſent of the Clergy (who are 
by Law the /Proprieterrand.enjoyers of thoſe eſtates, 
under God:and the Kime) : which conſent is never like 
to

to begained, as it cannot reaſonably be asked:) It 
would  make;, not onely the King' and Parliament , 
'but in, and with them; the hole Nation, ſhrewdly 
.fuſpetted; if 'not- actually guilty of that exorwous ſir 
and curſe of Sacriledge;, which even Dr. Burges owns 
tobe ſuch, though not in the cale of Biſhops and Ca- 
thedral Lands, becauſeit is his own caſe and great cox- 
cern. Let him but have his bargain, with Jzdas, be 
cares not whom he betrays, or what truth andcon- 
ſcience he ſelk ; though it come up to a moſt appa- 
rent robbing of God,his Miniſters, the whole Church, - 
its reverend Fathers, agd moſt eminent Sons; yea, the 
whole body.and & aternity of the Faithful in the Land, 
of that double honour, both for maintenance and-re- 
verence, which agreeably tothe yyord of God al/ow- 
ing,accepting, or commanding ſuch grateful and hono- 
rary retributions of their temporal, to . thoſe that 
impart things ſpiritual, hath been freely giver, piouſly 
devoted, and by theLavysof the:Land oft confirm'd 
as ſacred and inviolable tothe Church and Clergy, in - 
order to promote the Worſhip and glory of God. vvith 
the good of ſouls, by the order, peace, plenty, honor, 
gnvernment and authority of the Church, and its Mi- 
niſters, both governing, and governed. The poor 
man Dr. Burges cryes out like Stextor, of the gnats of 
his ovyn private injuries, ſuffered from the Corporation 
of Welsin his Biſhops Lands; yet he can ſvvallovy the 
camel of his own great purchaſe of them, though vvith- 
out any Lavv to enable him; or any conſent of the 
Biſhop or others by Lavv inveſted in them 3 nay ha- 
ving a canine appetite, he is not yet ſich, of the ſr , but 
onely afraid to vemit up thoſe ſacred morſels, and 
vyould 
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would fain have a retextive cordial from the King, and 
two Houſes 3 who have hitherto, and in them the whole 
Nation) been by a ſpecial providence kept from that 
fin and ſhame ; For what ever in this kind of chaffering 
hath hitherto been done in Zxglard, during our trou- 
bles, was but the counſel jos practice of ſome few 
men, . without and againſt all Laws of God and the 
Land, which teach all honeſt men to abhor Sacriledge, 
as Tdolatry; as a (inof the firſtmagnitude againſt every 
precept of the firſt Table 3 condemned in all agesby 
all men morally juſt, as being againſt the light of Rea- 
ſon, and natural Religion, to-rob God: Therefore 
deteſted always by Fews and Gentiles, Greeks and Bar- 
barians, by Chriſhans and AMahometans, by all Prote- 
ſtants and Papiſts, as not to be diſpenſed withall, but 
ina'cale of higher charity and neceſſity, for Gods 
glory and the Churches good ; and this with unfeig- 
ned purpoſe of making, when able, full reſtitution, in 
kind, or;in fomething equivalent. Which Juſtice is 
aſſerted by the Old and New Teſtament, by the Laws 
of this Kingdom, and of all Empires antient and mo- 
dern ; by the Caxors of all Churches, by all Conrcils, 
Fathers, Chruch-Hiforiazs, and fearwed Divines on all 
ſides ( as Dr. Bxrges is forced to eonfeſs) being a moſt 
impudent and deteſtable fin, never to be palliated or 
excuſed, ſeldom or never pardoned or repented of; 
becauſe it abhors any reſtitution 3 as we ſee in Dr.Bur* 
ges his terroys aud clamorys 3 but is uſually puniſhed, with 
hardneſs of heart; and ſearedneſs of conſcience in private 
perſons, ever fatal and unprofperous to Prince and 
people, juſtly revenged by God and man to many ge- 
neratfons, by laſting and unexpiable curſes ig 
tne

the King, Parliament and Nation ought not to be ex.. * 
poſed upon any terms. 


Eighthly, Thus to peeland pillage the Church and 
Clergy of England, after ſo many and long exhauſtings 
will give joy and ſatisfation to none but the enemies 
of the King, the Church and Nation: Either the envious 
Papiſts, orthe coyetous and cruel Faraticks 3 who are 
as the locuſts, caterpillers & palmerworms of this Church; 
the one hoping to devour what the other leaves : Nor 
is there any reaſon that the beſt and moft of the Nation 
rich and poor ſhould be all injured , ſcandalized and 
robbed by the Church and Clergies diminution and un- 
doing.only to gratifie a few xxreaſorable and undeſer- 
 ving Purchaſers of Church lands; whoare neither good 
to the Tenants; nor to the poor, nor to their Prince, 
nor totheir Saviour. 


Ninethly, This alienation and long diverſion of the 
Churches revenues, will much diſcourage all learned 
indefiry and proficiency in this Nation; it will damp the 
the ſpirits and ſtudiesof both our famons Univerſities, 
which now begin to floariſh again. It will debafe and 
cripple the dignity and authority of this Church and the 
Clergy, both Biſhops and Presbyters,who of old did ma- 
ny great and good works : It will much defeat his 
Majeſties charitable defign and declared pleaſure for 
augmenting Yicaridges out of Church Tmpropriations 3 
It will obſtruct and dry up the ſtream of charity and hoſ- 
p:tality, which ſhould be moſt exemplary in the Cler- 
gy3 and it will only make way for avarice, ignorance, 
anarchy and confuſion in the Church, which _— but 

cadan- 
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endanger the peace and fafety of King and Kingdow, 
as of late we have ſeen to our woe. 


Tenthly, To anſwer the temptation of preſent 
gain, whuch- as the devil to Chrift in the wilderneſs, 
that ſerpentine paper offers to his Excellent Majeſty, as 
if the hberal and loyal purchaſers would advance 
5co00 [. for his Majeſties ſervice. 


I. It is a goodly ſum indeed, if it came out of their 
own eſtates and purſes, which it doth not ; but it is tos 
{mall a ſum to engage any honeſt man upon: ſo great 4 
ſtr as Sacriledge 3, to which all the worlds gain will not 
tempt a King, or any true Chriſtian, who knows how 
to value hisſoul or the Charch of Chrift, or Gods glo- 
ry, or his Kingdoms and conſciences peace, or his own 
and the Nations honor, or.his,Clergies merit and uſe- 
fulneſs. 

2, His Majeſty deſerves and enjoys ſo much of the 
hearts and loves of his people, that he needs not fear 
any vvant : nor vvill he be eyer driven to make uſe of 
ſuch crafty Merchants, or to partake of their filthy 
lucre, who vvould fain dravv the King to be their part- 
ner, and to crows their Sacrilegiows projets with his 
Princely Diadem ; and while to fave the common people 
of the Nation a few pounds, His Majeſty ſhould contract 
upon his Throne and Kingdom, his Conſcience and 
People the ſir and ſhame of Sacriledge. 

3. Experiencetells us ( which Sir Hexry Spelman 
obſerves) that as no private ;Families, fo nor any 
Kings, ever grew wore comfortably rich, or laſtingly 
proſperous by any Sacrilegiows prafices; from the ap- 
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earanoe of which all ſevere conſtiexces ſhould abſtain, 
being to the reproach and injury, not onely of the 
Clergy, who are amongſt the beſt of Subjects; but 
even of God the giver of all , and Chriſt Jeſus the 
the meriter of all we have, or can give to God and 
his Church ; yea it tends to the indignity .of the 
whole Engliſh Nation, heretofore ſo generoms, mag- 
 nificient and reſpe&ful to its reverend Biſhops and 0- 
ther worthy Adinifters, as to entertain and treat them 
worthy of their holy labors and high profeſſion, to 
encourage their Piety, Hoſpitality and Charitie, with 
plenty, yea with an honorable ſuperfiuity. 


4. As His Majeſty by this fallaciows bargain (hall 
diminiſh his conſtant Revenue, - which 1s retributed 
to the Crown from the Clergie , 1n Firſt-ffuits and 
Terths ; fo he will loſe thoſe grateful. and Liberal 
Snbſidies, Aids and Fifteens which the Clergy: were 
wont frequently to preſent with #banks and chear- 
filneſs to the Kings of England 3 as their moſt my- 
nificent Benefacors and ProteGors 3 which will in leſs 
then a quarter of Ninety nine years, amount. to far 
more then that ſum which thoſe Sophiſters and Huck- 
fters do offer, if the Church and Clergy be preſer- 
ved in that opulency and freedom with which they 
are endowed by God; and good. Princesbounty. 


5. The ſtately Fabricks of Cathredral Churches 
beſides the Biſhops, Deans and Chapters houles, 
which were once the glory of our Nation, of our 
Cities and our Church , being now ſorely demoliſh- 


ed, and barbarouſly yyaſted, vvull neves be repel

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red, but run to irrecovexable ruiues, if the /Chi 
be.novy deprived of, improving, the Chiircht Jands 
or if they be curtailed by ſach an alienation or leaf 
ing of them for Ninety nine years.: All vvhich re 
parations by the preſent advance of the Churches 
Revenues.in Clergy-mens hands, may by His Ma> 
jelties | gracious care and command , be timely - ef:
